For the prevention of Frauds and Abuſes in the payment of Exciſe for Beer and Ale.

= Þereas by ſeveral late Acts of Parliament made foꝛ the ſetling of Dur Revenue, cer- 
tain Bates, Duties, and Charges of Exciſe are granted unto Us upon Beer, Ale, 
and other the Liquozs in the ſaid Acts mentioned, Fo2 the better impꝛobement where- 
ok. and to the end the ſame may be the moze equally Aﬀelſed and Levied, and Dur Be⸗ 
Venue thereby reduced to the moze certainty, Ule did lately gibe Oꝛder that the ſame 
2 ſhould be let to Farm attoꝛding to the limitations and directions of the ſaid Acts; 

which accozdingly is done, ſo as the ſaid Duties and-Charges of Exciſe in all oꝛ moſt of 

| the Counties and Cities of this Dur Kingdom, are now let to Farm fo2 the Termof 
| Thee years : And whereas We are given to underſtand, that divers Bzewers, and 

other perſons concerned int ayment of the ſaid Duties, in oꝛ about the Cities of London and Weſtminſter, 
and other plates of this Dur Kingdom, which We may hope is not ſo muchout of diſaffection to Our G0- 
vernment, as fo making to „ gon, by defrauding Us, and Dur ſaid Farmers of their 
juſt Duties, habe ſetup, and do daily make uſeof pzibate and concealed Tuns, Backs, and other Bzew- 
ing-Ueflels, to which the Gagers who are appointed by the ſaid Acts of Parliament to take account of 
their Beer and Ale, can have no acceſs; And by dibers other Frauds and Concealments, do pzactiſe 
and go about to ſh Dur ſaid Revenue, and alſoto pzejudiceandunder-ſell ſuch their fellow-Traders 
as do duely m to the Acts of Parliament afozeſaid. And whereas ſince- the letting of the ſaid 
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Exciſe to Farm, the ſaid B2ewoers, to pꝛevent the diſcovery of the true quantity and quality of the Beer 
and Ale made by them, do deny entrance into their Bꝛewhouſes to the ſaid Gagers tontrary to the ſaid Acts 
of Parliament, and alſo to their fozmer uſage of admitting the ſaid Gagers to fearch as well by night as by 
day; the ſaidBzewers in the mean time Bzewingalſo, and Cleanſing likewiſe oftentimes on Sundaies, 
to the great diſhonour of Chziſtianity, and pzofanation of the Loꝛds dap; and do alſo oppoſe and diſcourage 
the ſaid Gagers in their Offices,- not only by reviling language, but alſo by fozce of arms and otherwile, 
divers of them having lately been aſſaulted, beaten and wounded in the erecution of their Duty in that be- 
half, to the bꝛeach of Dur Peace, and maniteſt contempt of Dur Authozity. And whereas divers Conſta- 
bles and other Officers, upon the requeſt of the ſaid Gagers, have refuſed to give them ſuch affiſtance in 
their Services, as by the ſaid Acts of Exciſe they ought to give them : We theretoze minding the ſpeedy 
refoꝛmation of the ſaid abuſes, and the maintaining and upholding of Dur ſaid Revenue by all ſuch juſt and 
lawful ways and means as are appointed by the ſaidActs of Parliament; And to the end that Dur Far- 
mers of the laid Duties in the ſaid reſpective Counties and Cities map be the better enabled to Levy and 
Raiſe the ſame without oppoſition o2 diſturbance, and conſequently to ſatisfie and pay their reſpective 
Farm-Rents referved and payable unto Us: We habt thought fit, and do hereby publiſh and declare, That 
le expett a ready and chearful obedience to be given by all perſons concerned in the payment of the ſaid 
Bates and Duties accozding to the ſaid Acts of Parlament, and that We intend to pꝛoteed with all ſebe- 
rity and rigour againſt all ſuch tommon Bzewers, & ers, and other perſons whatſoeber concerned 
in the payment of the ſaid Duties, as ſhall be found to habe erected, ſet up, o2 uſed any ſuch pzibate 
02 concealed Tung, Backs, oz other Ueſſels, as afoxſaid, fo: the Bzewing o2 Making of any Beer 0? 
Ale, oꝛ other theLiquozs Erciſeable, oz that ſhall Drew, Cleanſe, oz diſpoſe of any Seer oꝛ Ale, 02 
other the Ziquozs afozeſaid on Sundaies, o2 that at any time hereafter ſhall refuſe o2 delay to permit 
ſuch Gager oꝛ Gagers as are oz ſhall be appointed in that behalf, to enter and take accoynt of ſuch 
Beer and Ale, and other the Liquozs afozeſaid, oz that ſhall uſe o2 offer any fozce, violence, oz opps- 
Ution to any ſuch Gager oꝛ Gagers, oz ſhall uſe any railing o2 rebiling ſpeeches, whereby to terriſie o: 
affright him o2 them from the execution of his oz their Duty; And that all perſon and perſons what⸗ 
ſoeber who ſhall ſuffer any ſuch pꝛibate Tung oz other Uefſels to be erected, ſet up, 02 uſedino2 about 
his oꝛ their houſe oz houſes, by, o2 foꝛ any ſuch LO Dꝛewer, oz that ſhall attempt o2 endeavour 
by any of the ſaid abuſes, ways and means todiminiſh Dur ſaid Bevenue, ſhall be taken and deemed 
as perſons dilaffected to Dur Government, diſturbers of Dur Peace, and contemners of Dur Royal 
Authozity, and of the ſaid Acts of Parliament, and ſhall be pꝛoteeded againſt accozdingly. And We 
do hereby ſtrictly Charge and Require all Juſtices of Peace, and others to whom the Hearing, Ad- 
judging and Determining of oz concerning any Fozfeitures o2 Dffences made and committed againſt 
the laid At ts of Exciſe, is intruſted, That upon any Complaint oz Infoꝛmation exhibited and bꝛought 
befoze them touching any ſuch Fozfeiture oz Offence, they do fozthwith pꝛoteed againſt the Dffenders, 
as in and by the ſaid Acts is directed, as they will anſwer the contrary at their perils. | 

And We do further ſtraitly Charge and Command all Conſtables, Headbozoughs, Tything⸗men. 
and other Dfficers, That from time to time (upon requeſt of any of the ſaid Farmer o2 Farmers, 02 
ot their Deputies, Gagers and Dfficers conſtituted under their reſpective hands and Seals) they be 
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iding and aſſiſting unto them and every of them reſpectibely, as well in demanding and maki 
entrance in the night-time attoꝛding to the ſaid Acts of Parliament it need be)into any Bzewhouſe,o2 other 
place belonging to, o2 uſed by any common: Bzewer, o: other perſon concerned in the payment of the 
Exciſe afozeſaid, as in keeping Our Peace, and in Publiſhing and — General Summons, 
Pꝛetepts, and. Warrants, as by vertue of the ſaid Acts- of Parliament time to time Dur ſaid 
Farmers oz any of them hall ſend unto them: And to the end that Dur Will and Pleaſure herein 
may be made known, We do hereby Will and Require the ſeveral and reſpective Sheriffs, Bayozs, 
Bapylitfs, in the ſeveral and reſpective Counties, Cities, and Towns-Cozpozate of this Dur Realm, 
to cauſe this Dur Pꝛotlamation to be openly” Bead and Publiſhed in the Barket-place of every Mar⸗ 
ket-Tovon within their ſeveral and reſpective Sherifftoicks and Liberties, upon ſome Parket-day, 
within Fourteen days next after their receipt hereof, as they will anſwer the contrary at their perils.
